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A federal grand jury in De- 
troit resumed investigation of 
the .March 1 bombing of the 
Capitol yesterday, calling Anti- 
. - war activist Jane Silverman to 
testify. 

tn San Francisco, antiwar 
spokesmen also announced 
plans for a massive protest at 
the- Republican National Con- 
vention in San :Diego next 
summer. . 

‘‘Watch out, San Diego,” 
said Abbie Hoffman, a leader 
of the Youth International 
Party (Yippy). fife gave, no de- 
tails for the protest. 

Miss Silverman, 30, a vet- 
eran' worker in the peace I 
movement, indicated in De- 
troit she will not cooperate 
with the grand jury, an un- 
written policy : ■ among many 
underground movement per- 
sons ; during the current phase 
of federal . investigations into 
mass, antiwar demonstrations, 
•office bombings and draft 
board disruptions. \ 

“I don’t care if I go to jail 
now until now on, I’m not testi- 
fying before those . Miss 
Silverman was quoted in the 
current issue of the under- 
ground Quicksilver Times here. 
She could not be reached in 
Detrbit yesterday for com- . 
ment’ on. actions of the grand! 
jury there. 

A half dozen other sub- 1 
poenaed. activists, all associated 
with the Mayday demonstra- 
tions here and calling them- 
selves the “Psychedelic Scape- 
goat Six,” also have refused to 
testify. 

Five filed a suit in June to 
block i their appearance, claim- 
ing among other things that 
information leading to their 
subpoenas stemmed from ille- 
gal government wiretaps. A 
hearing, on their suit has not 
been completed. 

Three . of the six — Ken 
Kelly, 20, of Detroit; Terry 
Taube, 18, of Detroit, and Mi- 
chael Tola, 20, of Chapel Hill, 

N.C. — were issued new sub- 
poenas Monday in San Fran- 
cisco where they currently are 
living. • 

At the same conference in 
which Hoffman announced the 
San Diego protest plans, the 
three vowed not to cooperate 
with the Detroit grand jury 
and burned what they said) 
were their subpoenas.
